REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


Seven schools have been maintained in the Town of 
New Hampton during the past year. Of this number, 
six have received the support of the State Board of 
Education. The seventh, the Plaisted school, has been 
maintained out of a special appropriation of $1,000 made 
at the last annual meeting of the district for that purpose. 

Owing to the fact that the attendance was so small 
at this school, the State Board of Education, exercising 
their right to administer the funds of the State in the 
most economical manner, claimed that the children 
should be sent to the Ashland schools. Since taking this 
matter up with the State Board they have agreed to 
contribute toward the maintenance of this school what 
the cost of the tuition of the children would be in the 
Ashland schools. They allowed last year on an adjust- 
ment of the budget $386.60 and this should come to the 
Town of New Hampton during the present year. 

There was not sufficient money raised last year to 
meet the cost of high school tuitions and this matter 
should be taken care of at the coming meeting of the 
school district. 

Practically the same teaching force has-been retained 
as last year, but the salary for the teacher in the Plaisted 
school has been reduced from $1,100 to $925 to bring the 
expenses of this school as nearly within the appropriation 
as possible. The salary bills for teachers have been 
reduced $125. 

The School Board was confronted with an unusual 
situation this year owing to the presence of infantile 
paralysis which broke out in the Old Institution school 
and resulted in the School Board deeming it necessary 
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to close three schools for a period of two weeks each. 
The children were required to keep closely at their homes 
during the closed period of the schools and no ill effects 
resulted from the exposure. This time has been made 
up by the teachers by reduction of vacations of one week 
at each vacation period. 

There has been very little spent in the way of repairs 
on the schoolhouses during the past year. We recom- 
mend a jacketed stove for the Hanaford school and the 
reshingling of one side of the Village schoolhouse roof. 
If the Union school is opened, there will of necessity be 
something required in the way of repairs there, as well 
as probably some repairs at the Sanborn school to bring 
this schoolhouse up to the proper standard.

In comparison with the record of the previous year 


there appears to be some gains and some losses. 


The 


number of half days lost appear to be greater during the 
previous year. While the schools were in session thirty- 
six weeks, there were not one hundred eighty teaching 
days. A loss of ten half days means five school days or 
one school week. ‘To be sure these were not consecutive 
days, nevertheless the days were lost. The tendency is 
to make the number of teaching days approach just as 
nearly as possible a full year of thirty-six weeks or one 
hundred eighty days. 

The percent of attendance was increased materially. 
The number of tardy marks was lowered. There ought 
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to be very few tardy marks. I’m quite sure that even 
this mark can be bettered. 

An effort was made to make the work in the different 
schools as uniform as possible... Whenever text books 
were purchased, I tried to place the same text in all the 
schools as they were needed. Books were shipped from 
school to school to save expense of equipping every 
school with duplicates of the same kind. 

Graduating exercises were held at the close of the 
year for the ten pupils in the eighth grade. Nearly all of 
these entered high school the following fall.

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The problem of keeping the schools running in the 
winter is no longer the serious one that it was before the 
days of the tractor snow plow. Winter travel is much 
easier than it used to be. The problem of transportation 
is therefore made much easier. Schools that once opened 
the Fall term in the last week of August I believe can 
safely begin the year by delaying the opening day to the 
day following Labor Day. 

At the writing of this report I have started to give 
tests to the pupils of the seventh and eighth grade to 
determine the weaknesses of these pupils so that they 
can be remedied before graduation.
